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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . Applicant's proposed amendment to claims 17, 28, 31 , and 34, has been reviewed 
and considered. The current limitation requires "releasing said forming pattern from 
the inner peripheral surface of said porous blank while utilizing the spring back of 
said porous blank due to removal of said compacting pressure." The proposed 
limitation requires "removing said compacting pressure so as to utilize the spring- 
back of porous blank in releasing said forming pattern from the inner peripheral 
surface of said porous blank." Applicant's amendment is seeking to change the 
scope of the claimed invention. Morgan satisfies the current limitation, since Morgan 
teaching releasing the forming pattern. Furthermore, Morgan discusses that the 
porous material is subject to spring-back. Thus, the spring-back inherently will occur 
due to the removal of the compacting pressure. Now, Applicant has amended to 
actively require that the spring-back releases the forming surface from the blank. 
Therefore, this is a new issue that requires further search and consideration.
